The Pennsylvania Society of Minia- 
ture Painters announces that with the 
co-operation of the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of the Fine Arts, it will hold its 
fifth annual exhibition in the galleries 
of the Academy, from November 5 to 
November 24, inclusive. 


Entries for the third American Pho- 
tographic Salon for 1906-1907 at New 
York, Philadelphia, Washington, Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, San Francisco, Minne- 
apolis, Providence and Toronto, must 
be in the hands of local jurors by 
()ctober 30, 1900. 

It was learned recently that $10,000 
had been subscribed by two wealthy 
patrons of art in this city in aid of 
the movement to raise $50,000 for the 
establishment and endowment of a per- 
manent woman's art club in Brooklyn. 
So many assurances of financial sup- 
port have been received that the pro- 
moters of the scheme, headed by Mrs. 
H. Marie Carpenter, a portrait paint- 
er and landscape artist, of No, 193 
Steuben Street, Brooklyn, said in a 
recent interview that it had been de- 
cided to raise $100,000 for the project 
this fall. The sum of $50,000, it is 
found, will not be sufficient to erect a 
studio building in the neighborhood of 
Prospect Park, as is purposed, and

The summer has been a 
dull one in the art world in Europe as 
well as America, but the coming sea- 
son which should open in late October, 
promises well. 


The self appointment of Mr, An- 
thony Comstock as the Custas Morum 
of the New York art world, as proven 
by his astonishing procedure in the 
matter of the Art Students’ League 
publication, makes for special wonder.

- crusade against what may seem to 

x him improper or obscene in art publi- 

tK eations, to when lengths may he go? 

Even our leading magazines may feel 

the weight of his displeasure, and our 

painters and sculptors may have to flee 

to the woods.

Six American artists obtained med- 
als at the Salon this year: Louis 
Aston Knight, for his triptych, “Three 
Giant Cities—New York, Paris, Lon- 
don,” a second class medal; Henry 
Tanner, also a second class medal for 
his “Emmaus Christ;” Percival Ros- 
seau, of New Orleans, a third class 
medal for his hunting dogs; a third 
class medal to Charles Warren Eaton, 
of New York, for his fog scenes; a 
third class medal to Robert MacCam- 
eron, of New York, for his indoor pic- 
ture with figures in sculpture, and a 
second class medal to Andrew ©'Con- 
nor, of Worcester, Mass., for his bronze 
statue of General Lawton. 

Notable from an artistic as well as 
from an educational and scientific point 
of view is the latest benefaction of 
Morris K. Jesup which has been con- 
ferred upon the American Museum of 
Natural History. It consists of nine 
busts of distinguished naturalists, all 
but two of whom are of American birth. 
All were leaders and pioneers in the 
study of nature in the United States. 
It is said that the total cost of the me- 
morials is $30,000. These works of art 
are from the studio of William Couper, 
the American sculptor, and have been 
made after the most careful study of 
the best portraits of the subjects which 
are extant. The unveiling of the sculp- 
tures, which will take place in Decem- 
ber, will be a notable affair. 


Judges selected by the society award- 
ed the Paris Prize of the Beaux Arts 
Society of Architects to Frederick C. 
Hirons, a resident of this city. The 
prize consists of $2,500 and an entrance 
into the first class of the Ecole de 
Beaux Arts in Paris without any exam- 
ination. About two hundred were en- 
tered in the competition.

Mrs. Izora Chandler, of 65 West 
Eleventh Street, New York city, min- 
iature painter and author, died at the 
home of her son, Dr. George Chandler, 
in Kingston, recently. 

Charles Baker, artist, art critic and 
banker, whose home was in Brooklyn, 
died August 19, at Hague, Lake 
George, of paralysis. Mr. Baker was 
born in 1844 and was the son of 
Charles Baker, one of the founders of 
the Art League. 


William Edgar Marshall, the por- 
trait painter, died August 30, at his resi- 
dence and studio, No. 711 Broadway. 
His death was due to pneumonia, after 
only three days of serious illness. 

Mr. Marshall was born in this city in 
1836. In 1860 he went to Paris and 
after studying painting for three or 
four years became so successful that 
his models were used in the Beaux Arts 
School. 

While in Paris he became personally 
acquainted with Emperor Napoleon 
III. and Empress Eugenie. Senator 
George Clemenceau was harbored by 
Mr. Marshall in 1870, when he came to 
this country as a refugee. While in 
Europe he became a friend of Charles 
Yickens. Returning to New York Mr. 
Marshall became one of the founders of 
the American Bank Note Company. In 
1876 he opened a studio at No, 711 
Broadway, which he had retained ever 
since. 

Among Mr. Marshall’s best known 
paintings are a portrait of Lincoln. now 
at Yale University: a portrait of Long- 
fellow in the Longfellow house at Cam- 
bridge, and a portrait of Mark Hanna, 
in the Ohio State Capitol; one of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and one of ‘General 
Grant. Perhaps his most talked of 
nainting is a huge head of Christ, seven 
feet broad by ten feet high, which was 
for a while exhibited at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art. 

Among the more récent paintings 
which Mr. Marshall has done is a por- 
trait of Mrs. George Westinghouse.

A valuable gift has been made to the 
British Museum by Mr. Charles, the 


well-known art dealer of 27 Brook 
Street. This is a fine example of a 
Roman stone urn, or ash chest, of
